In response to the Office Action dated January 3, 2006, please consider the remarks as 
submitted herewith on the accompanying pages. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are all the claims pending in the application. 

On page 2 of the Office Action, in paragraph 1, it is asserted that the amendment to the 
claims filed on June 23, 2005 does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) 
because the amendment fails to address claims 1-9. However, Applicants note that Applicants' 
Amendment submitted on June 23, 2005 was 10 pages in length and addressed all pending 
claims (claims 1 -19). For the Examiner's reference and convenience, attached hereto is a copy 
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RESPONSE UNDER 37 C.F.R. §1.111 
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of that Amendment filed on June 23, 2005 together with the filing postcard date-stamped by the 
OIPE, which confirms the receipt of 1 0 pages of Amendment and Remarks. 

In an attempt to understand how the Examiner may have failed to receive the entire 
Amendment, Applicants consulted the PTO's Public PAIR system. A review of the PAIR entries 
for June 23, 2005 reveals that documents from an unrelated application (PCT/JP2003/006094 - 
Applicant is "NITTO DENKO CORPORATION") have apparently been inadvertently placed in 
the file for the present application. Removal of the unrelated documents is respectfully requested.
